Mevoiution:zed Printi.g ¢:Mces, 
Bos. m wt 35 Yeurs. 


Ottamar Mergenthaler, the inventos 
of the linotype typesettiig machine, 
died at Baltisore, Aid., on Sacur uy, 
Oct. 28, 1899, of consumption. He 
Was born in’ Germany on May 10, 
13854. He was the tii.d in a tamily 
of tive children, the father of whom, 
Johann Georg Mergenthuler, was a 
teacher in the pusiic schoo.s. At 
the age of 14 young Mergenthaler 
Jeit the village schou!s and entercd a 
seminary, Where he was to receive 
his training for a teacher, but he 
Was not personally in tuvor of the 
profession, and remembering that he 
had been very successful in doctor- 
ing the town clock and various work 
Qf similar nature, he conc.uded that 
Machinery was the thing in which he 
could become most interested. Su, 
instead of becoming a teacier, he 
chose an appreieiceship under his 
Stepmother’s brother, Mr. Hohl, a 
watch and clockmaker at Bietig- 
heim, a town of about 4,000 in! abi- 
tants. He concluded his apprentice 
ship in the Hohl shop in the fail of 
18.2 and emigrated to the United 
States, arriving in Baltincre in Oc 
tober of that year. 

In 1877 he finished his first ma- 
chine that would produce print With- 
out type composition, then another 
in 1878, which was workcd fcr tive 
years. In 1884 these machines were 
abandoned by his partners, ard Mr. 
Mergeie_haler udertook the task 
alone. Hie formul..icd his own prin- 
ciples, which found e prission in a 
drawing toward the close of 187y. 
the year his partners left him. 
These drawings he destrcgcd in a 1.1 
of anger caused Ly eatieme fi ancia] 
straits to which tie enterprise had 
reduced him. In the e:d thee was 
no money to procecd wich, and he re 
garded the chances so slim that’ in 
1581 he sold his plats and interests 
to a friend fer SLO. wor. Mevgeathi- 
cr again became a partner in the 
Hohl establishiu.ent, and in the fail 
of 1851 murricd Miss kLinma Lachen- 


mayer. In I553 the partnership was 
dissolved, and Mr. Mergenthaler 
Sturted a business ct his own on 


Bank Lane, in thet city, and again 
grappled the printing prc blem. 

his new idca was: ‘“‘Why have a 
Separate matrix at all? Why can I 
not stamp matrixes into my type 
bars and cast metal into them — in 
the Same machine?’’ it was the. rst 
conception of a casting and compcs- 
ing machine ire one, and the first ma- 
chine completely proved a _ finished 
success. ‘That was the first linoty pe 
vented by Mr. Mecigenthaler, and 
constructed at a cost of $:00. A 
company Was formed, called tle Na- 
tical = Tspographical Compary oi 
West Virginia, with offices and fac- 


tory at 201 Camilen street, Balti- 
more. Mr. Merge:italer’s Bank Lane 


establishment formed the nuclets to 
the new shop, and the company s pP- 
plied a liberal @ e of tools and m.- 
chinery. Mr. Mergenthakr assumed 
full management of the factory, witl 
a written contract assuring | im of 
10 per cent. of the sale cost of al: 
machines made. ‘lIhis was, indeed, a 
Sinall share, conside:irg thot th 
commercial success of the enterprise 
depended alinost entirely upen him. 
The company held together a while, 
but was finally dissolved and passed 
into the hands of a syndicc te. 

Ihe 1885 Mr. Mergenthaler perfect- 
ed the independent matrix mact ine, 
which, on trial, complied with every 
expectation. The sare year the 
Mergenthaler Printing Compony was 
founded, of which Mr. Mergenthaler 
owned 1,000 shares. This unequa! 
position of being inventor and a’s 
bearing equally the expenses of the 
concern soon seriously embarrassed 
him. Finally Whitelaw Reid of The 
Tribune, New Xork, came to his es- 
sistance with the agreement that he 
should hold the stock as security acd 
have 6 per cent. on all money ad- 
vanced. The first completed machin 
after this deal went to Te Tribun 
office, where it proved to be the best 
yet produced. The years that fol- 
lowed under the Reid = man: gement 
Were very trving to Mr. Merventhal- 
er, and finally exhavsted him  ccm- 
pletely. Troubles, chenges ard liti- 
gations Were numerous, and threugh 
it all he was a prey to a syndicate 
that allowed him but mea: re retur:s 
for his labors. Jr 188 Mr. Mergen- 
thaler, weakened by years of over- 
work, fell a victim to pleurisy, 
which came near ending Fis life. He 
recovered, but his weakencd constitu- 
tion was seized by consumption, 
Which gradually but surely cut him 
down. 

In late years Mr. Mergerthaler 
worked on his mac'ines, perfecting 
them more and more in many de 
tails. It has been four years since 
he was compellid to reling:ish per- 
sonal control of the foct-sy, but 
since then it has been conducted by 
responsible manarement. At last his 
labess and ingeruity sie'ded a fair 
competence, but nothing like the yest 
wealth which should rightfully be 
his.
